BOUNCING THE BOSS. — 


READJUSTERS GROWING WEARY 
OF MAHONE. 


Cameron and Riddi:b-rger Irritated Because Wililam 
Uses Them as Second Fiddies—A S:rike for 
Liberty—The Split Extending Downs 
wards—Civil 8ervice Commission. 


WASHINGTON, September 18.—A gentleman 
who holdsa high rank among the readqus- 
ters ot Virginia is authority for the statement 
that. there are very serious dissensions in 
his party and that these dissensions bid fair 
to bring Mahone to grief. It appears that 
Senator Riddleberger and Governor Cameron 
are taking no active part in the pending 
campaign. Next to Mahone these two 
are more influential than any other read- 
juster leaders, but at present they are keep- 
ing themselves in the back ground. They 
are chafing under the tyrannical bossism of Ma- 
hone. The latter is not only exacting and brutal 
in his demands, but he is intensely selfish in 
the use of his powder, Riddleberger is repre- 
sented to be irritated by the way in which his 
own advice and wishes are studiously ignored 
in matters relating to federal patronage, For 
aman having before him six years in the 
United States senate, he thinks he ought to 
have 

SOME INFLUENCE 
and recognition in these things, He is not 
satisfied with being the mere. ‘'me too” of 
Mahone, and it ig reported that he is now dis- 
posed to paddle his own canoe. Governor 
Cameron’s’ dissatisfaction arises from 
Mahone’s constant imperious dicta- 
Hon in state affairs of Vir- 
ginia. Mahone treats these affairs as 
though he were governor of the state and in- 
sists on monopolizing the use of the state 
patronage as wellas the federal. Such are 
the reasons given forthe lukewarmness of 
Riddleberger and Cameron. They are the 
best stump speakers in the readjuster ranks, 
and for this sort of work théy have been 
largely used by Mahone in previous cam- 
paigns. The rank and file of the readjusters 
are becoming aware of the dissensions among 
the leaders and the situation is growing 
more and more embarrassing to the boss. 
RECEIVING EARNEST ATTENTION, 

WASHINGTON, September 18.—The question 
of the assessment of the department employes 
for political purposes, which has been raised 
by the recent circular of General 
Mahone to the Virginians in 
the departments is receiving earnest 
consideration of the ciyil service commission- 
ers. One ofthe iatter, Judge Thoman, was 
asked to-night by an associated press reporier 
what action, if any, the commissioners would 
take in relation tothe Mahone circular. He 
replied: ‘‘Asfarasitis within the power of 
the commission to see that the provisions of 
the civil service law are strictly adhered to, 
itis their purpose todoso. I have no hesi- 
tency in saying that to assess 
dues upon clerks and employes 
of the government for the purpose of main- 
taining a political organization in this city, 
or of aiding political parties in the states, is 
an absolute violation of sections 1! and 14 of 
the civil service act. Whether the circular 
demanding money of them comes from a U, 
S. senator, a member of eongress, or a depart- 
ment clerk, its author should be dealt with 
in a manner that would show that 
the law is not a collection of meaningless 
words. It undoubtedly the duty 
of the bead of each executive 
department to assist the eonmission 
n seeing that the law is vindicated, and I 
have no doubt they will.’

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THE COREAN EMBASSY. 


Their Keception by the Prresident—Dismiased From 
the Milltary Academy. 


WasHINGTON, September 18.—The president 
to-day received the Corean embassy in New 
York. The Coreans came to Washington 
first, and were escorted to New York by As- 
sistant Secretary of Strate Davis. 

Cadet Arthur L. Beebe, of the 4th class at 
the United States military academy, has been 
dismissed from the service for improper con- 
duct and violativnof the rulesof the academy 
in hazing other cadets.

Hamilton, subsequently called 
upon tbe secretary of the navy to see if relief 
could not be obtained’ from that quarter. 
Secretary Candler said -he ‘could not offer 
them much encouragement, but he would 
confer with the secretary of the treasury and 

see what could be done. 
| REPORTING ON HILL. 

The report ot the committee appointed by 
Secretary Folger to investigate the methods 
and management of Supervising Architect 
Hill, has been given to the press. The report 
is unfavorable to Mr. Hill in that it charges 
him substantially with loose management 
and partiality, but dves not attribute to bim 
any deliberate dishonesty. The report closes 
with a showing of the great extent of the 
business of the architect’s office and of the 
architect’s discretionary powers, and the 
recommendation of the appointment of a 
board similar in character to the lighthouse 
board for the discharge of all administrative 
duties relative to the selection of sites and the 
construction of public buildings. 


REVBNUEB RASCALITY. 


Charges of Malfeasance, Crooked Arrceats and False» 
Fee Cellecting. 

WasuIncton, September 18.—The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, has received a re- 
port from Revenue Agent Neustrade, in refer- 
ence to the investigation of the charges of em- 
bezzlement by ex-Deputy Coltector W. Y. 
Savage, of the New Orleans district. The re- 
port says the charges were based upon infor- 
mation received from Deputy Collector Lamar, 
that Savage acted in bad faith in issuing his 
individual! receipts,in lieu of stamps,to anum- 
ber of persons without accounting for the 
money so collected. Agent Neustrade states 
that the total amount of money collected by 
Savage in this way was $141. He says that the 
marshal and United States attorney are evi- 
deutly anxious to establish the criminality of 
Savage, while Postmaster Dunn is of opinion 
that Savage hai merely been the tool of ex- 
Collector Pleasant,who he regarded as the real 
culprit. Agent Neustrade farther says that 
P. M. Dunn’s assertion is not, in his opinion, 
fair or unbiased, but inasmuch as he was the 
person who first denounced Savage, and as 
the charges of embezzlement were proved to 
have been based on facts, the agent deemed it 
his duty to inform the department that Dunn 
intimated that similar irregularities prevail- 
ed, and could be discovered in other divisions 
of the old third district. 

* THE SOUTH CAROLINA CROOKS. 

The commissioner received to-day the re- 

port of Revenue Agent Thomas Power, who

has been investigating the 
show stills in South Carolina. The report 
says that the charge of fraudulent practices, 
as far as relates to the affairs of the internal 
revenue service, is entirely without founda- 
tion. Agent Powers reports, however, three 
cases in which he says there is evidence that 
there was an attempt at fraud on the part of 


U.S, deputy marshals, and he says that ow-. 


ing to the fact that deputy marshals are 
looked upon and spoken of as revenue ofti- 
cers in that part of the country, the fraudu- 
lent practices were ascribed to 
the internal revenue officers. The 
first of the three cases referred 
to was the capture of an illicit distillery on 
June 12th, 1883, by Deputy Collector Stal- 
brand and a party at the foot of Bald Knob, 
in Pickens county, which was reported as 
being owned and operated by Youngblood. 
A fifty gallon copper still and worm were 
destroyed on this raid. In this case the in- 
former was an Irishman named Baldwin, 
living in that locality. After destroying the 
still, Stalbrand went to Prices registered dis- 
tillery, near where the capture was made, 
and asked storekeeper Looper to pay Baldwin 
for his services as informer. He (Stalbrand) 
not having funds with. him, neither 
Looper nor Price, the owners of the distillers 
were satisfied of the genuineness of the still 
that had been captured, thinking it was im- 
possible that one should have been running 
in their immediate neighborhood  with- 
out their knowledge. Stalbrand had 
net discovered anything suspicious about 
the still when he found it destroyed the same, 
as if was quite dark, and impossible to make 
a careful examination of the premises. The 
suspicions of Lovper and Price were confirmed 
by the strange conduct of Deputy Marshal 
John Fisher, who arrived at the place shortly 
after the seizure, dnd who appeared 
very angry that Stalbrand had been there be- 
fore him and destroyed the still, his language 
and conduct leading the listeners to believe 
that the still was only a plan to obtain the 
fees incidental in such cases, by arresting the 
suspected persons, and for the numerous wit- 
nesses. An employe of Price also said that 
when he was assisting Stalbrand to bring out 
the captured still he informed him that Bald- 
win offered him one dcllar to steal it from 
Staibrand. The day after the capture Price 
and Looper found evidences that the opera- 
tion of the was a sham 
the beer destroyed was only spent beer with 
a little meal mixed with it and that the flake 
stand was useless, asit was full of holes. 
These facts having been brought to the notice 
of Stalbrand, the informer was not paid, so 
that the government was at no expense. 
Agent Powers says he was informed that 
Baldwin said he had been employed by Dep- 
uty Marsha! Fisher to set up the still, the lat- 
ter stating that he would see that it was not 
injured much, and that it could be used 
aguin. He says also that other evidence can 
be obtained to show a conspiracy in this case. 

The second case was that of an illicit distill- 
ery, captured by Deputy Collector Ensor and 
party, on July 17th, 1883, near Winetimes, 
Pickens county, where a copper still and 
worm were destroyed. Ensor discovered that 
this was a put up job, and refused’to pay for 
the services of theinformer. Deputy Marshal 
John Fisher was one of the party in this raid, 
There were suspicions of fraud in another 
case, the capture of adistillery by Deputy 
Collector Ensor and party on August 9th, 
1883, but not enough to prevent the pay- 
ment of ten dollars to the informer 
for his  seryices. Agent Powers says 
he believes that the planting of each of these 
stills was instigated by the same parties, and 
he says he wasinformed thata proposition 
had been made to A. J. Walker by iepaty 
Marshal Fisher to put upa stillas a plant, 
Fisher sayingthat Walker could make ten 
detiars and put the still up again, and wark it 
tnree times before court ‘time, and that he 
(Fisher) would see that there were only two 
or three holes cutin it each time, and that 
any old still would do. Powers says that 
Walker told him that he had 
been arrested four times, and _ been 
brought before the United States court for the 
same offense by the two Fisher brothers, who 
are both deputy marshals. He says that out 
of twenty-eight captures of illicit stills in 
South Carolina since January last, the three 
mentioned are the only ones about which 
there is any suspicion of fraud. The greatest 
cause of complaint in that locality, he says, is 
the great number of trivial arrests made by 
the deputy marshals for the obvious purpose 
of obtaining fees. He says also that there 
seems to be a great many warrants out in the 
hands of the deputy marshals in the 
cases chat have been in abeyance 
for some time, and a great- majority seem as 
matters of little importance, as so many are 
dismissed upon hearing, owing often to their 
being so old that the parties have forgotten 
the circumstances connected with them. He 
suggests the procuring of an order from court 
calling in all warrants now out, and reissuing 
them after they have been carefully investi- 
gated. 
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HENDRICKS INTERVIEWED, 


What He has to Say About Several Campalgna Ahead 
—Mr. Tliden, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., September 17.—Ex- 
Governor Hendricks reached home to-day 
from his brief campaign in lowa, and was 
seen by areporter, with whom he briefly talked 
about the trip. In answerto the «question, 
‘‘What can you say of the probabie result of 
lowa?’ Mr. Hendricks declined to make a 
decided answer. He explained he had made 
only three speeches, and his range of obser- 
vation was too limited to qualify him 
to form a Satisfactory conclu- 
sion. He found democrats from 
all parts of the state, however, most sanguine 
over the situation, expecting not only to 
make serious inroads upon the republican 
vote, but really believing that they would 
elect their ownticket. Mr. Hendricks’s im- 
pression was that the democrats had a chance 
of success, but he is not inclined to be enthu- 
siastic. Hewas asked about his visit to Til- 
den, and said that while in Saratoga he was 
constantly urged to visit Mr. Tilden, but uni- 
formly declined to doso, on the gréund that 
the action would be misrepresented. How- 
ever, while in New York city,en route toCon- 
necticut to attend to some law business, Mr. 
Tilden sent for him twice. Under these cir- 
cumstances he decided to see him, thinking 
that to refuse would be discourteous, and he 
went to Greystone. Politics was not men- 
tioned between them till just as the visitor 
was about to depart, when a third person, 
supposed by some to be John Kelly himself, 
especially asthe New York Star, Kelly’s pa- 
per, was the only one in New York that pub- 
lished anything which even purported to be 
a report of the conversation, casually and 
half jestingly remarked upon Mr. Tilden’s 
vandidacy. To this Mr. Tilden responded 
that he had no desire to undergo a five 
years’ racket such asa campaiga and ad- 
ministration would involve. Evidently the 
old man did not consider it possible for him 
either to seek the nomination or to test the 
choice at the polls unsuccessfuily. Mr. Hen- 
dricks says he believes he truly represented 
Tilden’s position and desire. in his’ Council 
Bluffs speech when he said: ‘He is not acan- 
didate, and I believe does not desire to be 
made one. His homein the country has all 
the,attractions that natural beauty and ele 
gant culture can give it. With it he seems 
contented and happy, and undisturbed by the 
contests of ambition. The care of cattle and 
the Cultivation of fruit trees seem more agree- 
able to him than the cares of office.’ He 
found Mr. Tilden enjoying excellent health, 
and himself spent a pleasant day, having been 
most cordially received. Mr. Hendricks does 
not intend to take partin the Ohio campaign.

LIEUTENANT GARLINGTON DEFENDED. 
navigators whoare acquainted with 
say that Lieutenant Garling- 
ion ought not to be blamed for not leaving 
the stores on Littleton island, even if there 
was no doubt about his orders, for the reason 
that the isiand is nothing buta small rock 
off Cape Littleton, barely a bundred yards 
square, over which the waves break whenever 
there is a south or western gale, without any 
suitable means for the protection of the stores.

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O'DONNELL AND MCDERMOTT. 


The Siayer of Carey Arraigned in Bow SA&treet Court— 

McDermott Acquitted, 

September 18.—O'Donnell, the 
murderer of Carey, was landed at South- 
ampton at 9 o'clock this morning, and 
placed on board the train for London. ‘The 
train arrive@ at Vaux Hall at noon, where 
the prisoner was met by a large force of 
police and escorted to the prison van. He 
was then under escort of police driven to 
Milbank jail. 

The Irish Times of Dublin says: It is cer- 
tain that the police had warning that an at- 
tempt to rescue O'Donnell would be made by 
the Forlorn Hope, composed of the fenians of 
London, Liverpool and Manchester. This 
desperate enterprise was not carried out, how- 
ever, owing to.the precautions taken by the 
authorities. O’Donnell was brought to the 

30nd street police court this afternoon. He 
was closely guarded by the mounted police, 
and passed through thestreetsat a rapid pace. 
On arriving at the court he was immediately 
placed in the dock. Mr. Frederick Flowers 
was the presiding magistrate. Mr. Polard, 
who was prosecutor in the fornier trials, ap- 
peared for the crown and stated tnat 
the prisoner was charged with murder upon 
the high seas within the jurisdiction of the 
admiralty of England and of this court. 
Witnesses for the crown had not yet arrived 
in England, as it was. not deemed advisable to 
bring them on the same vessel with the pris- 
oner. Mr. Polard asked that the prisoner be 
remanded fora week, and stated that he would 
probably, at the expiration of that time, again 
ask a short remand, as he believed the wit- 
nesses would then have arrived, and he would 
be able to begin the case. Justice Flowers 
accordingly remanded the prisoner until Tues- 
day next. During the hearing U’ Donnell was 
permitted to sitin the dock. He manifested 
great interest in the proceedings, and main- 
tained a firm and _ respectful demeanor. 
The prisoner gave his name as_ Patrick 
O'Donnell, though he is described in the 
charge sheet as Michael O’Donnell, puddler 
of Gadour, county of Donegal, Ireland. He 
will have abie coungel, as steps are being 
taken by his friends to secure the services 
of a well known Irish member of parliament, 
The police have been very active in the 
nationalist quarters of London to-day making 
inquiries as to O’Donnell’s con- 
nections with the Irish secret 
societies. Millbank prison has _ been 
placed under an extra guard, as when. the 
dynamiters were imprisoned within its walls.

The Bishops in Kome—Decreasing the British Debt.

Sy cable that Mr. Gebhardt 
had not sailed on the same 
ship with the lady to whom bis 
attentions had been so marked, and, more- 
over. that the gentleman had announced 
his determination to remain in America dur- 
ing the temporary absence of the Jersey Lily 
from that hospitable land. But there were 
many persons here and in London who fuliy 
expected that Mr. Gebhardt would turn up 
suddenly in the wake of the Lily, and some 
surprise was expressed that no tidings were 
heard of him during Mrs. Langtry’s stay in 
England or while sbe was making her profes- 
sional tour of Scotland. The other day Mrs. 
Langtry arrived at the French capital, along 
with her retinue, with the intention of per- 
fecting herself in the dramatic art under 
the guidance of the veteran professor of act- 
ing, M. Regnier. Her retinue was smaller 
when she first came than it was during her 
American tour, but it has-at length been in- 
creased to its normal size by the appearance 
of the devoted Mr. Frederick Gebhardt, who 
has suddenly, but, as intimated above, not 
unexpectedly, arrivedin Paris.

The Burial ofthe Dead Madea Matter of More Care— 
Heavy Ratna. 

GuAYMas, Mexico, September 18.—A copious 
rain fell here last night. clearing the airand 
bringing the thermometer down to 84 degrees. 
The people look upon it as the greatest bless- 
ing, as it will prevent the spread of the yel- 
low fever. Kight deaths were. re- 
ported today. The prefect of Hernandez has 
issued orders that no bodies shall be 
buried until pronounced dead by physicians, 
after which they are to be retained in the 
dead house three hours, before interment, 
(Juite a number of Americans and other 
foreigners have died, but at present it is im- 
possible to learn the names. General Cobb is 
here devoting himself to those who applied 
for relief. Advices from Hermosillo state 
that the vellow fever is still raging badly at 
that point. 

San Francisco, September 18.—A Guaymas 
merchant just arrived says thatthe violence of 
the fever this year is due to the want of rain. 
Physicians increased the evil by declaring the 
disease yellow fever. This created such a 
scare that the people lay down and died like 
sheep and from that movement 
the only business done was 
a lively trade in coffins. Most of those 
who died were of the poorer classes, who were 
unable, owing to the scarcity of food, to ob- 
tain proper nourishment. Many of the 
sufferers drank cold liquors, which induced 
congestion of the brain, and almost immedi- 
ate death. Another Guaymus merchant says 
the condition of things there is terrible, and 
that telegrams from there convey but little 
idea of the horrors dail y taking place.

ENCIRCLING WILLIAM LEWIS, 

But during all this time there have been 
expressions of opinion thatfsome guilt some- 
how must attach to William Lewis, the in- 
sipid fellow who sent his sweetheart unpro- 
tected toward her home overa lonely coun- 
try road in the night-time. Twice was his 
record searched, twice was be declared inno- 
cent. The state’s attorney and the coroner 
questioned him. The jury rigidly examined 
him. The detectives confronted him with 
charges. The state attorney and the coroner, 
the jury and the detectives al! dismissed him 
from their presence, with the statement that 
not a scintilla of convincing evidence was ob- 
tainable against hini. An eccentric stranger 
was brought into the case. But the theory 
which involved him w:> the theory of a vol- 
unteer detective, an ‘hey of the offi 
cial household sneered auu tabooed it.

Their 
tardy pace intensified excitement. Strat 
ford and the sturdy honest farmer folk, 
in town meeting assembled, of- 
fered a reward of $1,000 for the crim- 
inal’s apprehension. The mysteriousstranger 
theory forthwith disappears and William 
Lewis is brought to the rack again, but the 
pursuit loiters while the public demands a 
bigger reward, hoping so to induce quicker 
and better work. State Attorney Fessenden 
and Governor Waller agree that the reward 
shall be $4,000 instead of $1,000, and the an- 
nouncement comes from official circles that 
an arrest is not to be longer delayed. William 
Lewis is to be sent to Bridgeport jail. Spots 
on his lap robe, which an expert is expected 
to discover are human blood, were to be con- 
sidered sufficient evidence in connection with 1 
certain otber circumstances heretofore ex- 
plained. The expert’s report, however, per- 
haps to be delayed for several days, was su- 
perceded by startling ‘statements from citi- 
zens of Birmingham and Shelton. 
UNSATISFACTORY AFFIDAVITS, 

Their statements were putin the form of 
affidavits. Yesterday they were to have been 
certified and made stronger to-day. Here was 
where the latest disappointing feature of the 
case has overtaken the state’s detective trio. 
Gentlemen in the mood for gossip on Friday 
and willing to dictate affidavits then appear 
in a different mood on Saturday. Charges 
made boldly then are qualified and softened 
now, and testimony which seemed likely to 
throw a close network ot circumstantial sus 
picion around William Lewis, snaps and 
breaks at nearly every fibre, andthe warrant 
prepared to take the culprit to the lockup can 
remain uncrumpled in the detective’s pocket. 
Samuel Durand, of Birmingham, and 8. E. 
Woodward, of Shelton, both of whom 
keep country grocery stores and receive 
daily visits fron. Lewis, were chief among 
the witnesses who promised most. im- 
portant testimony. When originally seen 
by the detectives these gentlemen were quoted 
as authority for statements which would haye 
gone far toward criminating Lewis. The story 
then attributed to Mr. Durand was as follows: 
‘William Lewis came into my store on the 
day that the body of Rose Ambler was found, 
and before I had heard any rumors of the 
crime. Heseemed much depressed, and, in 
reply to my inquiry as to the cause of his sol- 
emn manner, hesaid: ‘Why, haven’t you 
heard that my girl was murdered last night?’ 
Then Lewis told in adetailed gay the story of 
the crime, something after the way I read of 
it later in the newspapers. He spoke of bis 
intended marriage and professed to have loved 
the girl very dearly. When I asked if he had 
any suspicions as to who the  perpe- 
trators were he _ said: ‘Yes, there are 
two negroes in stratford whom | 
suspect, and if they ever come across my 
track I- will shoot them.’ Daring his conver- 
sation he shed tears.’’ Tuois was the story 
the detectives expected to incorporate into 
Mr. Durand’s affidavit, but Mr. Durand 
wavered when asked to make oarh to it. 
The most important point that this alleged 
talk by Lewis was on the day that the body 
of Rose Ambler | was found, was almost 
wholly abandoned \When the time came to 
sign the prepared\aflidavit. If it was a 
latter day the testimony was practically use- 
less, if on this particular day it would go 
far toward a conviction, for William Lewis, 
as a dozen witnesses have testified, left 
Stratford at 3 o’clock on that morning, four 
bours or mere before the young woman's 
body was discovered by the Raven stream. 
So vanished the Durand story. 

HE HAD HANDLED HER. 

Grocer Woodward’s testimony held out but 
little better, and the affidavit, as finally pre- 
pared, contains virtually nothing of import- 
ance aside from the statement that Lewis 
loudly proclaimed that he could name the 
murderer or murderers, for Mr. Woodward 
quotes Lewis as saying: “One man did not 
commit the deed, for Rose was too strong, 
and one man could not handle her. I have 
feltof herandI know what she can do.” 
Mr. Woodward adds that subsequently Lewis 
denounced him for having repeated this 
statement, and declared that he had never 
used such language, but finally, in softened 
tones, said: ‘‘I could tell you all about this 


evidence into affidavit form. One Nauvatuck 
man has been found who testifies thar Wil- 
liam Lewis declared that he could prove that 
the murderer was Norman Ambler, Rose's 
divorced husband, and other people are quot- 
ing Lewis as attributing thecrime to Boston 
W hite and a colored companion. 

The mention of name Norman 
Ambler gives rise to a threat which that per- 
son is said to have uttered since his innocence 
was established by an alibi. ‘*William Lewis 
must be careful how hetalks about me” 
the threat runs, ‘for! will make it awful hot 
forhim, Heand I have talked about Rose 
and I know from his own lipsthat he was 
anxious to get the girl out of the way after he 
had won his victory by stealing her from 
me.’’

One bright morning, about ten days ago, the 
young wife, likewise Mr. Coppinger, disap- 
peared. Nothing was known ot their where- 
abouts until to-day, when Mr. Gans, accom- 
panied by Major Powers, arrived in this city, 
where they learned that Mrs. Gans was at a 
boarding house inthe fifth ward. She was 
found, and when her husband and father 
called on her, confessed all, stating that her 
partner in guilt had obtained employment in 
a.brickyard. Warrants had been issued and 
etticers went in search of Coppinger, who 
was soon found, A _ large crowd had 
collected in the courtroom, drawn 
thither by reports that something truly sen- 
sational was on hand.

THE COTTON PROSPECT, 
Special to The Constitution. 

ALBANY, September i8.—A ride up the L. 
W. railroad last Friday as far as Americus, 
threw your corre-~pondent on the way in 
company with several intelligent and _ sub- 
stantial farmers from Worth, Calhoun and 
Terrell. But one opinion was expressed as 
to the cotton crop in their several sections, 
viz.: that it was for this year the complet- 
est failure since the war. Drouth and the 
caterpillar had both done their work too ef- 
fectually to hope .for an average of even 
one-third ofa crop. Thecrops in the upper 
portion of Worth and lower Dooly, along the 
river. were said to be in better condition, 
but even in these sections 50 per cent was 
deemed a liberal estimate. There is no bottom 
crop to spéak of. An intelligent observer, a 
leading pbysician of Albany,who is likewise 
considerable cotton planter, reports that ina 
every direction he has been compelled to 
travel through the country within the past 
two weeks or more, the prospects looks more 
and more discouraging. 

DESTROYED BY.-FIRE, 

The cotton store bouseon the Talbalance 
place, fourteen miles west of Albany, super- 
intended by Mr. D. E. Nelms, was destroyed 


by fire last Thursday night. About four bales 


of cotton were burned. ‘The fire is supposed 
to have been incendiary, a strong odor of 
kerosenee being detected by those who first 
arrived on thespot. About 700 pounds of 
cotton seed were saved. 

THE COLT SHOW. 

The. county coitshow, which had been 
quite extensively advertised, came off in the 
courthouse square here yesterday. .About 
twenty entries were made, and the display, 
according to the best judges, would have been 
acreditable one forany Kentucky county. 
Prizes were awarded as follows: First prize, 
asilvercup, to a mahogany bay colt, three 
months oid, owned by Alonzo J. Walters, of 
Lee. Second prize, a silver cup, toa four 
months old colt, owned by Dr. P. L. Hilman, 
of Dougherty. ‘Third prize, silver cup, toa 
five months colt, owned by S. P. Salter, of 
Dougherty. Fourth prize,a set of harness, 
to a sorrel colt, owned by C. W. Randall, of 
Lee. 5th prize—tin cup—to Thomas Pattison, 
of Albany. The judges in their report re- 
gretted their inability to ward two tin cups to 
the exhibit made by this latter gentleman. 
The judges were Messrs. J. M. Cutliff, of Al- 
banyv, F. M. Heath, of Lee and W. W. Hooks. 
of Sumter. It is confidently expected, that a 
regular stock breeders’ association for Dough 
erty will grow out of the display of yesterday. 
It was a mere experiment, the first uf its kind 
in this section, but everyone was surprised at 
the exhibit. 


Athens, Georgia, 
THE SHORT CROPS, 
Special to the Constitution. 

ATHENS, September 18.—Mr. W. C. Orr tells 
of one farmer in Jackson county, who will 
make ten bales of cotton on thirteen acres, 
but this isan exceptional case. On an aver- 
age, we do not believe that this section will 
make much more than one third of an average 
Crop. 

The completion of the railroad to Jug Tavern 

has not effected Athens as yet, for the far- 
mers wagon their cotton here from all along 
the line of railroad. Mr. Tom Hudson tells 
us that the short crops have seriously inter- 
fered with @ his carp. saies, as _ far-

The senate met at the usual hour.President | 


Boynton presiding. 
Senator McDonald of the fifth district. 

ihe session was opened with a spirited dis- 
cussion on asenate amendment toa house 
pill, in which the house had refused to con- 
cur. ihe bill was to provide prohibition in 
the county of Berrien, and had been amend- 
ed in the senate by a provision that the mat- 
voter of 


ter should tirst be submitted to the 


the county for ratification. The amendment 
was proposed by Mr. Knight,who is from ber- 
rien county. He is now at home sick. The 
question was on a motion of Mr. McDonald to 
recede from the senate amendment. 

Mr. Pee ple sspoke in favor of the passage of 
the bili without amendment. He said 
he was willing as a usual thing to act in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the senator rep- 
resenting the section to be affected by any 
local laws. That, however, was not 
alone a law. The situation 
was a peculiar one. Berrien was bounded by 
several counties, all of which except 
one had adopted prohibitory-laws, while Ber- 
rien, sitting in the middle, had no such laws, 
and grog shops were stuck along the county 
line, thus deteatin » object of the law in 
the adjoining counties. Tnere 1s a worthless 
Hoating population in Berrien which could 
override the wishes of the good people,-and 
he thought it was right amd proper that the 
legislature should take the matter in hand, 

He spoke of the very large numberof bar 
rooms in Berrien county, and tbe disorder 
that prevails on Saturdays and Sundays 
among the negroes who collect at the little 
towns ard country barrooms. 

Mr. Gustin spoke in answer to Mr. Peeples. 
He said that the question was a purely local 
matter, andthatitshould be submitted to 
the people of the county as their senator had 
requested. He believed in being governed by 
the opinions of the representative who was 
responsible to his people. 

Mr. DuBignon made avery strong speech 
in favor of refusing to recede. Mr. Knight 
had been honored by the people of his county 
in various positions of trust. He was their 
trusted representative and was in a position 
to know their wants. He had gone home and 
was upon his death bed and propped up by 
pillows. He nad penned a request that his 
amendment be passed. To refuse to grant his 
request was to say to him ‘the lastact of your 
life is directed at the morals and good order of 
yourcounty. He for one was willing to say 
it by his act, and he would vote against the 
motion to recede from the amendment. 

The motion to recede was lost by a vote of 
fourteen to thirteen. 

Mr. Polhill, of the finance committee, and 
Mr. Meldrim, of the committee on corpora- 
tions, made reports on bills. 

The following bills were read a third time: 

To incorporate the town of Reynolds, in 
Taylor county. Passed. 

To consolidate the acts incorporating the 
city of Rome. Passed. 

To prescribe road commissioners for the 
several counties of this siate. Passed. 

The bill to prescribe the manner of making 
and working public roads was taken up. The 
committee had reporteda substitute. The 
bill was a very important one, proposing as 
itdid tomake a number of very radical 
changes in the road lawsofthe state. The 
bill was taken up by sections. The 
first section previded that all 
public roads should be not less than 
twenty nor more than thirty feet wide and 
thatthe roads should be measured and the 
distances and forks marked with proper mile 
posts and finger boards. The management of 
the roads is put inthe hands of a ‘road 
court.’’ The manner of opening roads is 
fixed andthe planfor assessing damages is 
stated. 

The bill provided that all persons between 
the ages of sixteen and sixty should be, sub- 
ject to road duty, but that the payment of 
three dollars could be madein lieu of such 
work. ‘The portion of the bill in reference to 
the age at which a person is liable for duty 
provoked a lengthy discussion, pending which 
the morning session adjourned. 

In the afternoon session the bill was tabled 
and the entire afternoon was devoted to read- 
ing house bills a first time. 

A session was held last night, at which bills 
were read a first and second time. 

THE HOUSE. 

The house met at 9 o'clock, and after the 
usual preliminaries proceeded to business. 

The house went into the reconsideration 
business wholesale. 

On motion of Mr. Hulsey the house recon- 
sidered the adverse action on a bill to incor- 
porate by the superior court of either county, 
towns lying partly in two.counties. 

On motion of Mr. James, of Douglas, §the 
house reconsidered the adverse action on a 
bili to amend section 4139 of the code relative 
to fees of justices of the peace. 

Mr. Hoge, of Fulton, moved to reconsider 
the action of the house in not passing a bill to 
pay M. L. D. Pittman a reward for capturing 
a murderer during the Bullock administra- 
tion. Agreed to. 

Mr. Shipp, of Chattahoochee, moved to re- 
consider the adverse action of the house ona 
bill toallow physicians who have practiced 
since 1860 to continue to do so under the 
present regulations even though they haye 
never taken but one course of lectures, 

The finance committee offered a substitute 
for the senate substitute for the house resolu- 
tion authorizing the state librarian to furnish 
the various counties in this state with copies 
of the code. The substitute of the commit- 
tee provides for the furnishing of the code to 
each board of county commissioners in. the 
state. It was agreed to by 115 to 2, 

The report of the the special joint commit- 

tee appointed to adjust the affairs of the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia raiiroad submitted 
its report. It was published in yesterday’s 
CONSTITUTION. 
The house took up its unfinished business 
which was the consideration 
ofa billof Mr. Harris, of Bibb, to regulate 
practice before the railroad commission by 
requiring the commission to advertise the 
alterations it intends to make or any new 
order it intends to issue. The bill was 
amended and passed. — 

Mr. Eason of Telfair—A bill to authorize 
the governor to settle the claim of the state 
against A. H, Graham, tax collector of Telfair 
county and his sureties. Passed. 

Mr. Ray of Coweta—A bill to create the 
oftice of county administrator and to pre- 
scribe his duties. | 

Mr. Ray and Mr. Jordon, of Hancock, sup- 
ported the bill. The bill was passed by sub- 
stitute. The bill makes the county adminis- 
trator take in care the unrepresented estates 
which, by the present law go into the hands 
of the clerk of the court for administration. 

Mr. Crenshaw of Troup—A bill to prohibit 
the sale of intoxicating liquors to habitual 
drunkards after notice from wife, or children, 
or mother. 

Mr. Crenshaw supported the bill. 

Mr. Bartlett of Bibb said the law was suffi- 
client at present to prevent tne sale of whisky 
to habitual drunkards. 

Mr. Wood of Walker favored the bill. 

Mr. Pringle of Washington supported the 
bill in a speech setting forth the evils of the 
present system. He declared that it is the 
duty of the state to protect the women and 
children, who are victimized as well as the 
men who have becomeslaves to whisky. We

Mr. Hulsey of Fulton—A_ bill to authorize 
the superior court of either county to incor- 
porate towns lying in- more than one county.

Mr. Russell of Clarke—A bill to appropriate 
$5,000 to repair the buildings of the State uni- 
versity. VPassed. 

Mr. Redwine, of Hall, chairman of the 
committee on enrollment, submitted a re- 
port. 

Mr. Lofton, of Bibb, chairman pro tem. of 
the judiciary committee, submitted a report. 

A bill toamend section 1535 of the eode, 
Passed. 

A bill to prescribe the method of working 
the public roads of this state was ordered 
printed for the use of the house. 

A bill to amend the charter of the State 
university so as to empower the trustees to 
elect the governor a member of the board 
when they see fit. Passed. 

A message from the senate announced the 
passage of the house bills to consolidate the 
acts incorporating the town of Rome and to 
amend the charter of Reynolds. 

A bill to amend: section 4578 of the code. 
This bill was introduced by Mr. Rountree 
and allowed the running of freight trains on 
Sundays to carry truck. Bers 

Mr. Rouhtree advocated the passage 
of the bill and said it was to the interest of 
the great interest of truck farming. That in- 
terest is great and growing and deserves the 
care and protection of the state. 

Mr. Rountree said that where truck farm- 
ing had failed this year it was on account of 
defective transportation. On a call of the 
yeas and nays the bill failed of a constitu- 
tional majority. Yeas 68, nays 41. 

Mr. Falligant of Chatham—aA bill to regu- 
late the quality of gas. 

Mr. Hoge, of Fulton, said that this was 
a reinarkable bill, and he doubted if any man 
in the house understood it. He took the bill 
and said that he readily discovered the true 
reason for its introduction. It was in the 
handwriting of the attorney of a setof gas 
companies which are trying to hold a 
monopoly in Georgia, 

Mr. Faliigant said 
fered the bill with due con- 
sideration and after careful investigation. 
He asked Mr. Hoge if he was not the attor- 
ney of a certain gas company opposed to the 
passage of the bill. 

Mr. Hoge—I am and I understand the ob- 
ject of this bill.

This thing is not to be puffed away with a 
breath, especially by one who is interested in 
its defeat. 

Mr. Hoge said that the cry that the new gas 
was not safe was only a trick of the 
old gas companies, The new gas 
has been tried in eighty towns 
and cities in this country and has given sat-- 
isfaction, both for its light and its healthful- 
ness. There are analyses which show that it 
is not more dangerous to healthand life than 
the old gas. The new company tried to get 
the right to introduce its gasinto Atlanta and 
give cheaper rates but the board of aldermen 
of the city composed of men directly interesc- 
ed in the old gas company had refused it per- 
mission to lay its pipes and the mayor de- 
clared that if they attempted to do so he 
would have them arrested and put in the 
chain-gang. The case is now in the courts,and 
afraid of the result there the old companies 
appeal to this form to protect them.

RUMORS OFA GREAT COMBINATION. 
‘Certain it is,’ says the New York Finan- 

cial Chronicle in its leading article, “that the 
south is the great railroad chess-board at pres. 

Foralong time it has been apparent 
that the south was attracting increasing atten- 
tion on the part of railroad capitalists.”’ 

The Financial Chronicle discusses the south 
ern railroad situation at considerable length.

and Charleston. To complete their part of 
the contract they probably want only the Nor_ 
folk and Western, with its ally, the Shenan. 
doah Valley. The Norfolk and Western would 
be valuable and desirable for many reasons. 
The Seneys apparently are taking no interest in 
the property, but neither did they séem to be 
in the Memphis and Charleston. Yet when 
control of the latter road was finally obtained, 
President Thomas admitted that they had 
been quietly ‘picking up the stock 
in the street’ for some time 
past. The same _ policy is not im- 
possible with Norfolk and Western, and the 
possession of an opposition line to that road 
in the Richmond and Danville serves as a use- 
ful feint to that end. On the other hand, Mr.

YELLOW PINE, 

Protessor Sargent, a Canadian naturalist, 
demonstrates in a contribution to an English 
periodical, that the supply of white pine in 
the United States will be exhausted ina few 
years. Including the small and inferior trees 
the suppiy does not exceed 80,000 million 
feet, and the annual consumption of the 
country is now 10,000 million feet. Allowing 
foran increase in consumption, white pine 
will both scarce and at 
the end of seven years. 
will soon be none; unless yellow 
is rapidly brought into use to eke out the fail- 
ing crop. The chances are that white pine will 
be consumed so long as it can be had, and 
that in about five years there will be a white 
pine famine. The hour of yellow pine will 
then have come, and the lumber that is now 
slow of sale at ten dollars a thousand at the 
mill will be worth at least twice that amount 
and possibly thrice it. We write this to urge 
our readers who have standing yellow pine 
to it as something 
valuable. Such timber be 
turned into money 
and the value of a tract will 
mined by the amount of lumber it has upon 
it.

An Effort to be Madeto Organize One Similiar to That 
of Olncinnatl, 

Application in due form will be made during the 
ensuing term.of Fulton superior court for a charter 
forthe “Atlanta Industrial and Art Exposition 
company,’’ and an endeavor will be vigorously 
pushed to organize a permanent and eflicient com- 
pany to conduct annual expositions in this city. 
The plan to be adopted is similar in all particulars 
to that pursued by the famous Exposition company 
of Cincinnati, whose annual exhibitions have 
reached world wide reputation und have become an 
indispensable adjunct to the fall trade seasons of 
the queen city. . 

It isthe design of the projectors to raise a suf- 
ficient fund to erect a large exposition building as 
near tothe business part of the city as possible and 
of sufticient floor space to accommodate perhaps as 
many exhibits as did the main building of the cot 
ton exposition of 1851.

About the Convicts Who From Lockett’s 
Camp at Chattahoochee River. 

Yesterday morning a ConsTITUTION reporter 
was accosted by a gentleman who informed 
him that he had just had a conversation with 
a negro who had seen Wilson, Slade, Jobn- 
son and Singletary subsequent to their escape 
from the convict camp on the Chattahvochee 
river. The gentleman then recounted what 
the negro woman had told him. The story 
was a thrilling one, and in order toobtain the 
details the reporter procured the woman’s 
name and sought her out. At Malinda 
Thornton’s house, near the old mineral spring, 
the ybject of his search was 
found, She was an aged colored 
woman and her home on the Nickajack 
mountain, near the Chattahoochie river. Her 
name is Patsy Harman, who was onavisit to 
the city. Lhe old woman was brinmiful of 
talk, and as soon asshe ascertained the re- 
porter’'s mission she began her She 
said that early Sunday morning while she 
and her husband were breakfastingin the 
kitchen, there was a knock upon ‘their front 
The.old man went to the doorand as 
he entered the front room, he saw four men, 
three white and one black, standingin the 
doorway. Three of them had on convict 
garb, while the fourth was attired in a pair 
of dark pantaloons, and ae white 
shirt. Two of the white 
men had guns but thes> companions were 
unarmed, The sightot the convict guard 
and the guns frightened the old man but 
before he could utter a word the white man 
without the stripes said: 

“Olid man, this is all right. Iam not going 
foharm you. These are two convicts who 
escaped and I am taking them back to camp.

At the same time Mr. Marshail could be 
heard snoring, butit was supposed that he 
was only sleeping off his drunken stupor. 
When Mrs. Mursball returned to the house 
she was alarmed to tind bis face almost black 
from the eflect of the poisen. She alarmed 
the neighbors, and a physician was sent for, 
but it was very difficuit to find one,and there 
was a great delay on that account. 

It was 8 o’clock before aid was secured.

madstone I refer to is owned by Mrs. 
Alfred Gibson, of Columbia county, who re- 
sides some twoortwo anda haif miles from 
Appling, in which village is the courthouse. 
It is an heirioom, baving been in the Gibson 
family for over a century. [It was brough 
from Virginia or North Carolina by Dexter 
Gibson, the fatherof Alfred Gibson. I was 
born within one mile of the old Gibson home- 
stead, where Mrs. Alfred Gibson now resides, 
and know whereof! speak, beings living mon- 
ument,so to speak, of the virtues of the mad- 
stone in Mrs. Gibson’s possession. Whena 
school boy, eight or nine years old, I was bit- 
ten on the ankle by a moccasin (called some- 
times ‘‘copper-belly’’) twice before I discover- 
red it. A servant was immediately dispatched 
to Mrs. Gibson forithe snakestone. 
Gioson, then a widow and mother of 
Gibson, would _ never in 
days entrust the stone to a negro, 
nor to a stranger, but she realized my situa- 
tion, and at once took the horse from the ser- 
vant and came to my mother’s with the stone 
and applied it herself. It was some 56 hours 
before the stone ceased absorbing the poison, 
having fallen off at intervalsof a few hours. 
and after being cleansed by Simply dropping 
it in tepid water fifteen to thirty minutes 
and then being reapplied. The weater in 
which it was dropped, bubbling as though air 
was escuping from the stone and when that 
ceased, it was ready to apply again. J] 
might have said that a slight 
searification of the bitten part, that 
blood oozed slightly, the blood wiped off and 
the stone ap pled, Such. was the modus Oper- 
andi of its application,.Nothing else was down 
in my case, except that a string had been tied 
ayound my leg joint below the knee, to pre- 
vént the poison ascending by circulation. J] 
s@tfered but little, owing doubtless to the 
quik 
hour after I was bitten. 
pricking sensation in my leg 
hours was about all. 

Another more serious case was that of my 
sister, some two years my nior. She was 
bitten by a very large,and as the result showed, 
venomous water moccasin, on our return from 
school. In going to school we passed through 
the grove in front vof Mrs. ribson’s 
yard, not fifty yards from the 
dwelling, which was most fortunate in her 
case also. {t was four or five hundred yards 
from Mrs.Gibson’s residence, and immediately 
on being bitten she ran as fast as she could for 
Mrs. Gibson’s and reached the yard gate, and 
fell fainting. AAs in my case, the stone was 
quickly applied, but she suffered severely and 
came near dying. The poisonin her case had 
diffused itseif to a considerable extent, no 
doubt, in her system. No ligature, as in my 
case, having been applied—children as we 
were, we did notthinkot or know Py necessity 
of it. The same routine Was pursued 
as in. my case, and in five or six days 
she was well. taking: a longer time, which 
was doubtless owing to the greater quantity 
of poiscn, Nothing else was done for her ex- 
cept bathing the face in cold water, and tbe in- 
haling of spirits of camphor or its application 
to her nostrils. I mention these two cases of 
my own personal knowiedge, with some par- 
ticularity to disabuse the mindsof ‘‘doubting 
Thomases,”’ 

Some years ago, at the request of the late 
Simri Rose, of the old Macon Messenger, j 
made a short descriptive article over my in1- 
tials, of this stone, which he published. 
Whereupon the late Judge Henry G. Lamar, 
of Macon, called on me to say he would ver 
ify all I said. Mrs. Lamar (nee 
was a native of Columbia 
and Judge Lamar bad heard his fa- 
Gazaway Davis, speak of its suc- 
family.
